The Museum has not been treated any differently, 
in this respect, from the other buildings. It is customary, 
at this time of the year, to shut the steam off all the 
buildings, at the Central Plant during certain periods when, 
in the opinion of the operating staff, heat is not necessarye 
In an endeavour to operate economically in this regard, 
occasionally a building may become slightly cold but if this 
complaint is passed to my office, an effort is made immediately 
to rectify this condition. May I say again that this 
manipulation takes place in the Power House and all buildings 


are treated alike in this regard.
